The 55 men who met in Phila- 


delphia in 1787 to make the Consti- 
tution, saw to it the people couldn't 
vote directly for the president. We 
still don't. We have to vote for 
electors who vote for the presi- 
dent. 


We can't even choose the candl- 


Tvjates. The professional politicians 
seo to that. They do it for us as 
they will once again at the Repub- 
lican and Democratic national con- 
ventions in Chicago this summer.

Those 55 cons(>r\ atives of 1787 


agreed 'vith George Mason of 
Virginia who thought "It were a* 
unnatural to refer the choice of 
a proper oharcater for their chief 
^magistrate to the people as it 


%/\»ou!d he to refer a trial of colour 


to a blind man." 


(The only point they conceded 


was In letting us vote directly 
for the members of the house of 
representatives. 
Until the con- 


stitutional amendment of 1913 we 
couldn't vote for senators. The 
state legislature picked them).

AND THE 85 men worked out a 


§flan— it's In Article 2, Section I, of 
the Constitution— which, it was ex- 
pected, would let congress itself 
pick the president 19 times out of 
20. Each state would select a group 
of electors who'd vote for a presi- 
dent. 


If the electors in each state vot- 


ed for "favorite sons," as it was 
thought they would, any one candi- 
date would have a time getting a 
majority of the electoral vote. And 
$vhen no one did, the house of rep- 
resentatives would choose the pres- 
ident from among the top runners. 


ACTUALLY, It w orked out that 


way only twice: In 1800 the house 
chose Thomas Jefferson 
o\er 


Aaron Burr \\hcn both tied In 
electoral \otes; and in 1824 the 
house named John Quincy Adams 
over Andrew Jackson when nei- 
ther got an electoral majority.

BUT OX THE important ques- 


tion — who'd elect the electors, and 
how?— the 55 Constitution-makers 
left that up to each state legisla- 
ture to decide. It wasn't until Civil 
War days that the legislatures let 
the people vote for electors.

—Premier Marshal Tito bluntly 
warned the Western powers today 
that they may "lose the sympathy 
of our peoples" by supporting Itaf- 
Jan territorial claims in the free 
territory of Trieste. 


From the floor of the parliament 


he called upon Italian Premier Al- 
cide De Gasperi to answer, the 
question: "Do you wish to be 
friends or enemies?" He served 
notice Yugoslavia never will ac- 
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cept a dictated «ettl«ment of th 
Trieste dispute in favor of Italy 


Simultaneously he demanded a 


joint administration of Trieste by 
Yugoslavia and Italy and "protec 
tion" for the Yugoslav territory in 
Italy. 


Trieste, a pre-war part of Italy, 


s now governed in one section by 
American and British military au- 
thorities, and in another smaller 
section by Yugoslavia. 


The United States. Britain and 


France urged in a 1948 declaration 
that Trieste be returned to Italy. 
At that time Yugoslavia was a 
member of the Moscow-dominated 
Cominform. 
Since Tito's break 


with the Russians, the Allies have 
not pushed the issue. 


Last week, however, after pro- 


Italian demonstrations brokt out 
in Trieste and spread to Italy, 
the Western Big Three agreed to 
discuss with Italy the sharing of 
their zone's administration. 


Tito emphasized that Yugosla- 


via wished only friendship with 
Italy but said it wanted to know 
where the Italians stand in view 
of their campaign over the Trieste 
question.

Covered With Brocade 


The yellow stateroom walls are

their exquisite coloring from th 
deep rich to the soft pastel shades 
It does indeed make our hear 
throb to see these rare treasures 
The ceiling In this room, said to be 
the finest in the palace, is of finely 
carved wood.

A reader says that she has 


passed a long tapeworm and asks 
for a discussion on that subject 


Tapeworms or flat worms, of 


which there are several kinds, are 
one of several varieties of Intes- 
tinal worms. All of the various 
kinds of tapeworms—the broad 
tapeworm, the dwarf, raft, beef, 
and the pork tapeworms—can in- 
vade human beings. 


Tapeworms are present all over 


the world, but they 
are 
more 


common in some countries than in 
others, particularly among per- 
sons who have unfortunate eating 
habits. 


The beef tapeworm is the most 


cosmopolitan. 
Both 
the adult 


worm and the larvae (which is the 
young stage in the- life cycle of 
the worm) can become parasites 
of man. When first infected with 
adult worms, human beings usu- 
ally do not show any symptoms. 
When symptoms do develop they 
are not always alike, but depend 
on the number of worms present, 
the susceptibility of the patient to 
the tapeworm's poisons and the 
size to which the worms grow. 


Such symptoms as do appear 


usually consists of a vague feel- 
ing of discomfort, disturbed diges- 
tion, and frequent diarrhea, loss 
of weight, sleeplessness and vague 
pains in the stomach. Sometimes 
anemia is present or other signs 
in the blood. 


The diagnosis, of course, 
de- 


pends on finding parts of the tape- 
worm or its eggs in the feces. All 
tapeworms are made up of a head, 
characteristic for each variety, 
and segments attached to the head 
like links of a chain. At the tail 
end, 
the segments contain eggs 


which are shed off. Of course, 
there- are some differences in ap- 
pearance and behavior of the dif- 
ferent kinds of tapeworms. 


Eggs Get In Food 


Most infestations of human be- 


ings come from swallowing the 
eggs of a tapeworm in food. When 
the kind of tapeworm is identified 
by examination of the segments or 
eggs found in the feces, appro- 
priate treatment can be begun. 
This consists of drugs which are 
called "anthelmintics." There are 
many of these, some of which 
have been used for centuries. 


The choice of the proper drug 


to use is difficult and the first 
treatment is not always success- 
ful. 
Fortunately, the success of 


the treatment can be checked by 
finding the head of the parasite. 
Cure is not complete until 
the 


head has been separated fiom the 
intestinal wall to which it is at- 
tached and eliminated.

the agriculture department, the 
committee approved the full re- 
quest for 229 million dollars in 
loan funds for the Rural Electrifi- 
cation 
Administration and 
the 


Farmers' Home Admiristration. 


It disallowed the entire $182,- 


162,250 in cash requested for im- 
plementation of the international- 
wheat agreement but approved a 
bookkeeping project which, it ad- 
mitted, will not result in a saving 
of the amount rejected. 


Not Actual Saving 


The committee decided to reim- 


burse the CCC by allowing that 
agency to cancel $182,162,250 in 
treasury notes instead of paying 
them by direct appropriation. It 
said this "does not result in an 
actual saving to the taxpayer." 


The' committee directed the de- 


partment to make more use of 
available customs funds to support 
the school lunch program. 
The 


department receives a part of cus- 
toms duties-on some imports and 
is supposed to use the proceeds to 
acquire surpluses and support the 
market on certain commodities. 


Violates Purpose 


Since 1948, the committee said, 


more than 56 million dollars of 
these funds have been spent to 
provide commodilies for foreign 
economic assistance under the Mu- 
tual Security Pact, "in violation 
of the purpose" 
for which the 


funds were given to the depart- 
ment. 


For soil conservation and land- 


use payments, t h e committee 
recommended 250 million dollars, 
a reduction of ^ million dollars 
from the budget request.

Grid Great 'Bo' McMillin Is Dead 
Famed Coach 
Dies at 57 of 
Heart Attack 


Led Indiana to 
Undefeated Season, 
Big 10 Title in '45 
BLOOMINGTON, Ind.— 


(AP)-rAlvin N. (Bo) McMil- 
lin, 
who 
coached Indiana 


university to a Big Ten cham- 
pionship and an undefeated 
season in 1945, died early this 
morning at his home. 


The 57-year-old "Mr. Football' 


whose career as player and^coach 
spanned almost four decades, had 
been critically ill with a stomach 
cancer since last fall. But his phy- 
sician said his death was due to a 
heart attack. 


Bo's Philosophy 


Early in his coaching career, the 


prematurely gray Bo had brought 
to the game a philosophy best sum- 
med up by a locker room sign, 
"you can be as tough as nails and 
still be a gentleman." 


McMillin became a nationally 


known football figure as a player 
when he led little Centre college to 
fame in 1917-21. He retired as 
coach of the Philadelphia Eagles 
of the National Football league last 
fall. Failing health forced him out. 


Last winter the American Foot- 


ball Coaches association awarded 
McMillin the Stagg trophy for his 
contributions to the game. The 
Football 
Writers Association of 


America voted him "football man 
of the year" in 1945, after nis Indi- 
ana university team was undefeat- 
ed. Fellow coaches designated him 
"coach of the year." 


Played In Junior High 


McMillin's career in football be- 


gan while he was still in junior 
high school—he was good enough to 
make the north side high team in 
Fort Worth, Tex. 


During his five years on Centre's 


team, the "Praying Colonels" had 
three undefeated seasons, except 
for a post-season defeat in 1921 by 
Texas A. and M. They lost one 
regularly scheduled game in 1917 
and two in 1920. 


Bo, who called signals from his 


left halfback spot, was named on 
Walter Camp's 1919 All-America 
team. 


Two season's later, his 35-yard 


run toppled mighty H a r v a r d , 
breaking the Crimson's five-year 
undefeated string. ,

further slow-down in the defense 
program if the nation's foreign 
policy shifts. Defense spending 
currently is a bulwark of the 
economy.

days. The company has offered 
a raise of 12*,* cents an hour.

(AP)—An unidentified plane flying 
over the Panama Canal caused a 
57-minute air raid alert in the 
canal zone last night.

Civilians were, told to go to the 
nearest safe place.
